Law school puts six Heights dorms up for sale

Brooklyn Law School is selling six of 
its student housing buildings in Brook- 
lyn Heights. 

Realtor Massey Knakal announced 
yesterday that the 1 14-year-old institu- 
tion has put the residences, which, com- 
bined, could be valued at more than $41 
million, on the market — and is pitch- 
ing them as a landlord’s dream. 

“The opportunity to own 110 units, 
of which 90 percent are vacant, in 
Brooklyn’s most desirable neighbor- 
hood, does not come around often,” 
said Stephen Palme se, the agent han- 
dling the sale.

McCarren Park to get tennis bubble

A private vendor will build an 
all-weather bubble over the McCa- 
rren Park tennis courts this fall, al- 
lowing aficionados to play through 
the winter months. 

Chintan Trivedi, a tennis 
coach and real estate agent from 


the Bronx, said it was his life- 
long dream to create a year-round 
tennis venue where he could teach 
the sport to kids. 

“There are a lot of tennis-lov- 
ing people around here and they 
should be able to play year-round, 
and the kids should have more to do 
during the summer,” said Trivedi, 


who, along with his partners, is 
laying out $160,000 to build the 
heated bubble. 

The bubble will cover McCa- 
rren’s six full-sized and two half- 
sized courts from October until 
the end of April. Hourly rates will 
run from $35 to $57.50, while sea- 
son passes will run from $910 to 


$1,495, depending on which hours 
are covered in the pass. Seniors 
will get an hourly rate of $15 and 10 
percent off season-pass rates. 

The city will initially take a 
five percent cut on admission, 
which will go up to 10 percent 
in future years. 

The bubble was originally ap- 


proved two years ago but it took 
Trivedi and his partners until now 
to get all necessary paperwork 
in order. 

The McCarren Tennis Associ- 
ation raised $70,000 to repair the 
decrepit courts in 201 1. Now, the 
bubble will mean that the courts

The smartest guy in the 
Cyclones dugout may not be 
in charge, but he’s got a heck 
of a sweet swing. 

Cyclones skipper Rich 
Donnelly, who will lead 
Brooklyn’s Boys of Sum- 
mer into the 2013 season 
tonight on Staten Island, 
hinted that his new second 
baseman L.J. Mazzilli — 
the son of former Met Lee 
Mazzilli — may have enough 
baseball acumen to manage 
someday, but right now he’ll 
take what he gets from him 
in the batter’s box. 

“He probably knows more 
baseball than all of us put 
together,” said Donnelly, 
who was the elder Mazzil- 
li’s first base coach with the 
Pittsburgh Pirates in 1986. 
“(Lee) keeps telling me that 
L.J. hits better than him. If 
he does, I’ll take that right 
now, because Maz was a heck 
of a player.” 

That he was. The Brook- 
lyn-born outfielder and first 
baseman played 14 years in 


the bigs, 10 with the Mets, 
and compiled 93 homers, 460 
RBIs and 197 stolen bases. 

Both Mazzillis were on 
hand Saturday at MCU Park 
in Coney Island as the team 
had in the first workout of its 
13th season in Brooklyn. 

The right-handed hitting 
Mini-Maz helped the Univer- 
sity of Connecticut win the 
Big East Tournament with 
a home run in the champi- 
onship game and a .354 bat- 
ting average, six homers, and 
51 RBI in 63 games. Now, 
he says he’s ready to make 
a name for himself as a pro- 
fessional ballplayer, and isn’t 
afraid to follow in the foot- 
steps of a dad who help lead 
the Mets to a World Series 
championship, and went on 
to manage the Baltimore 
Orioles. 

“I’m so proud to be his son, 
and be able to not necessar- 
ily follow his footsteps, but 
add to my own legacy and 
wear my last name with a 
lot of pride,” L.J. said.

eyes. Everything is done fast and fu- 
rious here in Brooklyn. 

Many of the Cyclones players are 
going through the same adjustment. 
Take first baseman Matt Oberste, a 
rookie drafted in the seventh round 
out of Oklahoma, just under 200 
miles from his hometown of Salli- 
saw, Okla. The only things for miles 
around both Oberste and myself are 
wheat and Wal-Mart.

Just seeing a pitch at 95 mph, to see 
what it looks like,” Donnelly said af- 
ter the Opening Night loss Monday to 
the Staten Island Yankees. “It’s like 
the first time you ever did anything 
in your life. As the season progresses, 
you hope you get into the routine of 
a pro baseball player.” 

So what can Oberste fall back on to 
help him through the difficult adjust- 
ments of professional baseball? Short- 
stop Gavin Cecchini, who played 
five games for the Cyclones last sea- 
son, had some advice for players like 
Oberste, having come from a small 
town in Louisiana himself. 

“Just go out and play the game 
hard,” Cecchini said. “Help your 
teammates out and everything will 
take care of itself.” 

Could it be that simple? From the 
outset, looking at a towering forest of 
skyscrapers, or a dizzying changeup, 
it doesn’t seem easy. Oberste and I 
have been thrown into our own form 
of raging rapids. We have been doing 
our respective crafts for quite some 
time, and we know how it works. It 
is time to adjust to this level of play, 
swing for the fence, and soon enough, 
that special connection of bat to ball, 
or pen to paper, will sound. 

But perhaps, more than anything, 
our adjustment and our attitude need 
to match the environment and the 
opposition. 

It needs to be fast and furious.

Pacific library spared 

Plan to sell beloved branch on hold — for now

The Brooklyn Public Li- 
brary has put a controversial 
plan to sell an historic branch 
on hold, claiming that it will 
now try to figure out a way 
to continue using the aging 
structure after a replacement 
library is built nearby. 

Library trustees originally 
planned to sell-offPark Slope’s 
beloved Pacific branch on 
Fourth Avenue to a private 
developer and use that cash 
to move into a new, more mod- 
ern facility nearby, rather than 
shell out $11 million to fix up 
the 109-year-old edifice. 

Treating the borough’s first 
Carnegie branch as a sacrificial 
lamb would let the Brooklyn 
Public Library focus on ser- 
vices and programming at its 
other 59 branches, which, in- 
cluding the Pacific branch, are 
in need of $300 million in over- 
due repairs, trustees said. 

Soon after news of the plan 
was reported, residents rallied 
around the old building, which 
many said was amonumentthat 
should be preserved. 

Now officials say that the 
old library, just steps away 
from the Barclays Center, 
will be spared from the bull- 
dozer — at least for now. 

“It has become clear that 
the neighborhood highly val- 
ues that branch and its historic 
building,’ ’ Brooklyn Public Li- 
brary spokesman Jeremy Sof- 
fin said in a statement. 

The Library claims it will 
work with elected officials and 
community stakeholders to de- 
velop a plan for the Classical 



Revival-style building through 
ayet-to-be-decided “open pro- 
cess,” said Soffin. 

“This plan could include 
maintaining some or all 
of the Pacific Street build- 
ing and continuing to pro- 
vide library service and pro- 
gramming for children in the 
community.” he said. “At the 
same time, we will continue 
to work with our partners to 
address the Library’s urgent 
funding needs.” 

Book lovers pushing to 
landmark the building say the 
new plan is a big win in the 
fight to save the branch. 

“The fact that the [Brook- 
lyn Public Library] has be- 
gun to openly acknowledge 
the depth of community op- 
position to [its] plan is a huge 
victory for the people who love 
the Pacific branch,” said Park 
Slope resident S. J. Avery, who 
added that even though offi- 
cials made a “vague” promise 
about an open community pro- 
cess, the fight is not over. 


“This is the time to step 
up our activities, not to turn 
down the volume of the ex- 
pressed opposition to their 
original plan,” she said. 

The reprieve for the Pacific 
branch came as the City Coun- 
cil voted Monday to approve a 
plantobuildamassive 32-story 
tower in the BAM CulturalDis- 
trict in Fort Greene that will 
include a new library. 

Library trustees originally 
intended to replace the Pacific 
branch with that brand new, 
“technology-rich” facility in 
the mixed-use skyscraper for 
nearly no construction cost, 
due to a longstanding deal with 
Two Trees Management Co., 
the development firm that will 
build the tower on what’s cur- 
rently a parking lot bounded 
by Flatbush Avenue, Lafayette 
Avenue, and Ashland Place. 

The council voted 46 to 1 to 
approve the $135-million proj- 
ect. Developers intend to break 
ground in early 2014, said Two 
Tree’s David Lombino. 


As part of the deals struck 
between the city and the de- 
veloper, CouncilwomanTish 
James (D-Crown Heights), 
whose district includes the 
site of the tower, negotiated 
an agreement between the 
Bloomberg Administration 
and the Library to maintain 
the Pacific branch. 

“I have always supported 
Two Trees’ vision for the proj- 
ect, and I believe it was im- 
portant to ensure the project 
included significant commu- 
nity benefits such as increased 
affordable housing, maintain- 
ing the Pacific Street library, 
a commitment that cultural 
organizations utilizing the 
space will reflect the diver- 
sity of this community, and 
assurance that future utiliza- 
tion of the open space includes 
the input of all stakeholders,” 
said the public advocate can- 
didate in a statement. 

That said, Soffin noted that 
selling-off the property is still 
in cards for the Library. 

Library officials did not of- 
fer any details on how they 
planned to include the public 
when making decisions about 
the Pacific branch. 

But Pacific branch propo- 
nents say they know exactly 
what needs to be done. 

“A truly open community 
process would be to have rep- 
resentation from elected of- 
ficials, local civic organi- 
zations, community board 
members, and the users,” 
said Peter Bray of the Park 
Slope Civic Council. “That 
way, BPL can’t cherry pick 
who is involved.”

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Slopers reject city plan 
for slower Fourth Ave 



Community Board 6 rejected a new major city plan 
on Wednesday because it calls for the elimination 
of eight left turns along Fourth Avenue.

Members of a local panel 
reversed course and shot 
down a major city plan to 
slow traffic on a dangerous 
stretch of Fourth Avenue in 
Park Slope last Wednesday 
night, calling the proposal 
“radical” and “ridiculous.” 

Community Board 6 voted 
18 to nine to reject a Depart- 
ment of Transportation’s plan 
that would reduce the number 
of lanes from three to two in 
each direction of the speed- 
ing-prone boulevard in order 
to make room for wider park- 
ing spaces and fatter pedes- 
trian islands on a 28-block 
stretch between 15th Street 
to Atlantic Avenue. 

Four members abstained 
from the vote, which flew in 
the face of the recommendation 
of the panel’s traffic experts, 
who unanimously approved 
the changes last month. 

But some members recon- 
sidered after concerned res- 
idents and the board’s trans- 
portation committee chairman 
Tom Miskel met with city of- 
ficials and Councilman Brad 
Lander (D-Park Slope), de- 
manding the city drop plans 
to ban left turns at Third and 
Ninth streets — something 
agency representatives re- 
fused to consider. 

Hence, evenMiskel changed 
his mind on the changes. 

“We better understood the 
plan,” said Miskel, explaining 
his “No” vote. 

If the plan comes to fru- 
ition, left turns would be 
banned for Bay Ridge -bound 
traffic at Dean Street, Third 
Street, Ninth Street, and 14th 
Street. Downtown-bound traf- 
fic would no longer be allowed 
to turn left onto Butler Street, 


Degraw Street, Eighth Street 
and 13th Street. At those in- 
tersections, the existing turn- 
ing bays would become part 
of wider pedestrian islands 
— something some mem- 
bers of the board thought 
was too much. 

“It’s a pretty radical solu- 
tion to take away almost half 
of the turn lanes on a mile-long 
stretch of Fourth Avenue,” said 
CB6 member Matthew Silver- 
man, who voted against the 
plan, at the public forum at 
John Jay High School. 

The shocking vote was a 
complete turnaround from last 
month, when the committee 
signed off on the plan after a 
public hearing where Depart- 
ment of Transportation offi- 
cials presented the plan. Most 
residents at that meeting ap- 
plauded the plan, saying that 
Fourth Avenue needed to be 
made safer. 

From 2007 to 2011, 53 
people were killed or se- 
verely injured along the 1.4- 
mile stretch, according to 
the city. 

But opponents said they 


fear the left turn bans, es- 
pecially at Third and Ninth 
streets, would funnel traffic 
onto narrower thoroughfares 
such as Fifth, First, and Sev- 
enth streets, which they say 
would simply move the pe- 
destrian dangers nearer to 
schools and playgrounds, not 
to mention increasing traffic 
congestion across the neigh- 
borhood. 

“You have to take a left on 
Third Street andNinth Street,” 
said James Bernard, a board 
member who lives in Park 
Slope, and made the motion 
to reject the entire plan. 

“It’s ridiculous on its face 
to not utilize Third and Ninth 
[streets] when originally they 
were meant for increased traf- 
fic,” said Bernard, adding that 
those thoroughfares are wider 
than most. “All of those cars 
are going to go up those nar- 
row streets.” 

A group of Fifth Street res- 
idents who recently got wind 
of the proposal showed up to 
Wednesday’s meeting with 
signs urging the board to vote 
against the redesign. 


“We think it’s a bad idea,” 
said Sonya Baehr, one of the 
residents who also attended the 
meeting at Lander’s office. 

The redesign is a response 
to resident complaints about 
speeding, narrow medians, 
J double parking, and hazard- 
% ous pedestrian conditions, 
| which the city agency heard 
p at a Feb. 12 public workshop 
2 in the neighborhood. Groups 
| such as the Fourth Avenue 
!_ Task Force and the Park Slope 
q Civic Council’s Fourth on 
Fourth Avenue Committee 
have long pushed for safety 
enhancements along the thor- 
oughfare. 

CB6 members in favor of 
the plan were stunned by the 
rejection. 

“Fourth Avenue is a dan- 
gerous place where you have 
people getting maimed and 
killed,” said transportation 
committee member Gary 
Reilly. “This is something that 
could have made it safer. I’m 
incredibly disappointed.” 

The community board 
vote is advisory, and the city 
can still move ahead with its 
plans. 

Under the plan, only the 
Downtown-bound lanes from 
Union Street to Atlantic Av- 
enue would retain the exist- 
ing three-lanes. 

The city also wants to add 
planters to the pedestrian is- 
land between Pacific Street 
and Atlantic Avenue, and to 
extend the curb on the cor- 
ner of Pacific Street near the 
subway entrance. 

At another public forum 
on Wednesday night, Com- 
munity Board 2, which cov- 
ers nearby Boerum Hill and 
Fort Greene, overwhelmingly 
endorsed the city’s plan with a 
unanimous vote of 27-0. 


Rape in Greenpoint 

Attacker to victim: It's because you're 'gay'

A woman was raped at 
knifepoint on a Greenpoint 
sidewalk early Sunday morn- 
ing. 

A man put a knife to the 
victim’s face as she was 
walking along Java Street 
between Manhattan Ave- 


nue and McGuiness Boule- 
vard just after midnight on 
June 16, the victim told po- 
lice. He pulled her down onto 
the sidewalk and raped her. 
He told her it was because of 
her sexual orientation. 

“I’m doing this to you be- 
cause you’re gay,” the man told 
her in the middle of the act. 


The woman was taken to 
Woodhull Hospital in stable 
condition. Police are search- 
ing for the rapist. 

This is the first docu- 
mented rape by a stranger 
in Greenpoint this year, al- 
though there have been a 
few date rapes. Last year, at 
least one man was attacking 


women in Bushwick, during 
a handful of groping inci- 
dents. No one was arrested 
in those incidents. 

Women in Greenpoint will 
no longer be able to count 
on Brooklyn Bike Patrol to 
walk them home. The vol- 
unteer service that escorts 
women home from subways 
that was started in 201 1 dur- 
ing a series of attacks in Park 
Slope ended last week after 
founder and head coordina- 
tor Jay Ruiz suffered a pair 
of heart attacks.

SWAMP THING 

Plan to transform Coney creek into bog 



Mayor Bloomberg proposed turning the toxic 
Coney Island Creek into a lush marsh as a way to 
avoid future flooding.

Coney Island won’t find 
itself up the creek in the 
next hurricane, if hizzoner 
has his way. 

Mayor Bloomberg wants 
to cordon off the toxic Co- 
ney Island Creek and con- 
vert it into a giant swamp in 
hopes of protecting the for- 
mer island — and Brooklyn’s 
other Southern Brooklyn wa- 
terfront properties — from 
the next Hurricane Sandy. 

The mayor’s touted Re- 
siliency Plan — a design 
for protecting New York 
City from the next flood — 
blames much of the flooding 
in Coney and Gravesend on 
the overflowing of the creek 
— which rises and falls with 
the ocean tide. To contain a 
future storm surge, the plan 
calls for the construction of 
high, sloping rocky walls 
along the waterway. The may- 
or’s designs would also create 
a gated dam across the mouth 
of the inlet at Gravesend 
Bay The sluices on the le- 
vee would close at low tide 
just before a storm strikes. 
This would keep a destruc- 


tive wall of water out, and 
create a basin for the inun- 
dated neighborhood to drain 
into. The Mayor’s office said 
it has the money to start this 
part of the project, and ex- 
pects work to begin before 
the year’s end. 

“That would happen im- 
mediately, because we know 
we have the funding,” said 
spokeswoman Lauren Pas- 


salacqua. 

The most radical aspect 
of Bloomberg’s proposal is 
to transform the long-ne- 
glected waterway — laced 
with 60 years of pollution 
from the defunct Brooklyn 
Borough Gas Works on its 
shore, and cluttered with the 
hulks of abandoned boats — 
into a lush green marsh. The 
Mayor’s office argued that 


a thickly-vegetated wetland 
would both sponge up flood- 
waters and prevent erosion of 
the creek’s banks. It called 
for the well-financed Army 
Corps of Engineers to begin 
work as soon as possible. 

“We know the Army 
Corps has the money to do 
this, and instead of having 
them looking at the creek and 
saying ‘Oh, what should we 
do?’ we said, ‘Here, we did 
the hard work, let’s do this,’ ” 
said Passalacqua. 

The Army Corps of Engi- 
neers said that it would still 
have to conduct its own stud- 
ies, especially since the cre- 
ation of a wetland may call for 
dredging the poisoned creek 
and transplanting new silt and 
vegetation. However, it could 
use the Mayor’s research to 
expedite the process. 

“We wouldn’t just say, 
‘They want this, so we’ll do 
this.’ We would still need to 
do our own analysis,” said 
Chris Gardner, spokesman 
for the Army Corps of En- 
gineers. 

The administration and 
the agency will have to reach 
a consensus soon, since the 
city won’t start building the 
dam and stone walls with- 
out knowing the swamp is 
coming, according to Pas- 
salacqua. 

“We’re not going to just 
put a lot of rocks in the mid- 
dle of the creek,” the spokes- 
woman said. 


Sliding out of Billyburg? 

Land was sold right out from under local White Castle

Hold it now . . . close it! 

“From here to White Cas- 
tle” may get a little longer 
now that the ground has 
been sold out from under the 
burger joint that has served 
Williamsburg the chain’s fa- 
mous sliders since 1992. 

The owners of the family- 
run, fast-food chain, which 
has been a Brooklyn institu- 
tion since the 1930s and the 
muse for many early Beastie 
Boys songs, opened its Wil- 
liamsburg location on Met- 
ropolitan Avenue near Hum- 
boldt Street around 1992, but 
the company never bought the 
land it was sitting on, said re- 
gional director John Vogt. 

“It’s a shame that we 
didn’t buy that property 
years ago,” said Vogt, who 
opened that store himself and 
said the company couldn’t 
afford the cost of the prop- 
erty these days. It sold for

an astounding amount that 
you’ll learn if you read the 
next paragraph. 

A business called 781 
Metro Investors last month 
purchased the sprawling 
property, which includes a 
drive -thru lane and ample 
parking, for $6.72 million. 

Vogt said White Castle is 
in negotiations with the new 


owner to extend its lease, but 
acknowledged that it might 
be a lost cause. 

“You’re 100 feet from the 
subway,” said Vogt. “It has 
everything you need.” 

If the legendary slider sling- 
ers cannot agree on lease terms 
with the new owners, the com- 
pany plans to look for another 
location in Williamsburg. And, 


yes, they plan for it to be an- 
other one of the iconic castle 
constructions. 

“We’ll find something 
with more visibility and a 
better corner,” said Vogt. 

Today, there are eight 
White Castles in Brooklyn, 
just two down from the 10 
the company owned at its 
height. All the existing res- 
taurants have the classic cas- 
tle design. A storefront lo- 
cation on Willoughby Street 
closed two years ago. 

Vogt said the castle-shaped 
buildings are ideal. 

“We’ve had some prob- 
lems with the storefront lo- 
cations,” said Vogt. “It’s bet- 
ter to have them in our own 
buildings.” 

Of course, the most fa- 
mous White Castle was on 
92nd Street in Bay Ridge, be- 
cause it was featured in the 
John Travolta movie, “Sat- 
urday Night Fever.” It closed 
more than 20 years ago.

Ladysmith Black Mambazo comes to the Bandshell

T he soulful voices of the inter- 
nationally acclaimed South Af- 
rican choral group, Ladysmith 
Black Mambazo, will fill the Prospect 
Park Bandshell at Celebrate Brook- 
lyn this month. 

Joseph Shabalala, who is Ladys- 
mith Black Mambazo’s founder and 
leader, said that his passion for mu- 
sic stems from musical get-togeth- 
ers that were held in the communal 
setting of his village. 

“I clearly remember my upbring- 
ing on our family farm in South Af- 
rica. We had no electronic entertain- 
ment, no TV, radio or record player, so 
our large family would gather many 
nights and sing songs and dance. This 
was the seed to my musical passion,”

their namesake reflects on South 
African tradition and pride. While 
“Black” and “Mambazo” are Zulu 
terms for “oxen” and “axe,” Ladys- 
mith in KwaZulu-Nata is where Sha- 
balala grew up. 

“Ladysmith is a beautiful small 
town, and much more developed 
than many people imagine,” said 
Shabalala. 

“It’s where my roots are.” 

Touring takes Shabalala and Mazi- 
buko far away from home, but is nec- 
essary for the musicians’ far-reach- 
ing goals. 

“I do miss [South Africa] when I 
am away, but there is excitement in 
traveling, singing for fans and meet- 
ing new people. It’s a duality I think 
many musicians have to deal with,” 
said Shabalala. 

Ladysmith Black Mambazo broke 
through to even wider audiences after 
Paul Simon approached them to col- 
laborate on his 1986 album, “Grace- 
land.” Shabalala expressed his ap- 
preciation for the ground-breaking 
opportunity, calling Simon “Vu- 
lindlela.” 

“In English, it means, ‘He who 
opened the gate,’ which is what Paul 
did for us,” he said.

Love power 

It’s a group of punk rockers who also think 
it’s hip to be square. 

The Power of Love — a Boston-based Huey 
Lewis and the News cover band that’s com- 
ing to Union Hall June 30 — is a unique thing 
among kitchy trib- 
ute bands. It’s com- 
prised of rockers 
from well-estab- 
lished groups on the 
pop-punk spectrum 
akin to mix tape sta- 
ples like ska group 
Big D and the Kids 
Table and wordy 
punkers The Mr.

“I wasn’t sure if 
it was going to be a

The band isn’t a slavish tribute act — the 
songs are given a punk edge, and the bass 
player and guitarist in the group take turns 
doing Lewis’s vocals. 

“We feel that there is no one that can do 
Huey himself,” Tartow said. 

The group’s love of Huey Lewis is real — two 
of the members have flux capacitor tattoos on 
their body (a reference to “Back to the Future,” 
a movie Huey Lewis wrote several songs for). 
All of them have seen Lewis play live. 

But the band also recognizes that he’s earned 
an uncool rep (hence that famous scene in 
American Psycho). Which is why they’re hav- 
ing fun with that image. 

“I’m doing a booze cruise in July,” Tartow 
said. “I couldn’t find anything more ideal than 
this — doing something like that.” 

On the cruise, The Power of Love will be 
playing with a Billy Joel cover band.

For women, it’s not easy wearing the pants 
— or selling them, either. 

A new novel called “Astor Place Vintage” is 
about two women who try to make it in the fash- 
ion business — one wants to be a buyer at the 
Manhattan depart- 
ment store Macy’s 
while another is an 
entrepreneur who 
opens a vintage 
clothing shop in the 
East Village — but 
they’re separatedby 
a century. 

The two char- 
acters Olive West- 
cott and Amanda 
Rosenbloom come 
together when pre s- 
ent day Amanda 
finds Olive’s jour- 
nal from the turn of 
the century. 

Author Stephanie Lehmann’s book is the focus 
of a reading at the Bay Ridge bookstore Bookmark 
Shoppe, and the shop owner Bina Valenzano says 
it will be a great opportunity to talk about profes- 
sional women in society — past and present. 

“What I did find interesting was how men be- 
haved towards women in 1902 happened exactly 
the same way in 2012,” said Valenzano. 

In chapters that switch between the two 
women’s perspectives, two stories with simi- 
lar themes are unraveled. The unfortunate Ol- 
ive loses her father to a car accident, leaving her 
nearly destitute, but determined to work her way 
up without depending on marriage — a mean 
feat in 1902, when Victorian ideals of society 
were still popular. 

Amanda’s story involves a man she depends 
on for financial support as she is pushed out 
of her retail space in the city. The problem is, 
he’s married. 

Lehmann’s book weaves a story through the 
city ofNew York, which is a prominent character. 
The author’s fascination with the city is apparent, 
as the book contains old photographs of spots 
such as Herald Square, and Astor Place. 

The first photo in the book is of a Madison 
Square taxi stand, with two women in elegant 
dresses wearing defiant expressions on their 
faces, walking side-by-side in 1900.

Small eatery serves huge flavors in cheese sandwich

t was an omen of good things 
to come. 

The wedge of homemade fo- 
caccia would have nearly been a 
meal on its own. The interior was 
hearty and the crust golden brown, 
studded in spots with fragrant rose- 
mary and black salt — a rare min- 
eral harvested in parts of India, Pak- 
istan and the Himalayas. 

But it was the fantastic stuff sand- 
wiched in between the black salt fo- 
caccia that kept spinning through 
my head for days, after I ate one 
of the best sandwiches this side of 
the East River: The Halloumi Sand- 
wich ($10) from the talented team 
at Newtown, a vegetarian and vegan 
restaurant in Bushwick focusing on 
Middle Eastern cuisine. 

Halloumi is a Middle Eastern 
cheese with an unusually high melt- 
ing point, which allows it to retain its 
shape and texture when warmed. It 
plays the part of protein in this sand- 
wich, its exterior, like the focaccia, 
crisped to golden brown. It is an art- 
ful selection, a miracle of dairy more 


akin to meat than cheese. 

Also layered into the sandwich are 
generous slices of warm eggplant, Por- 
tobello mushroom and tomato. And 
where other establishments might liven 
up their sandwich with hummus or 


mayo, the folks at Newtown add a 
New York-size shmearofherbed cream 
cheese, which takes the sandwich to 
rich and creamy new heights. 

Newtown hosts a bite-size kitchen 
and just a few crammed tables in a 


calm and inviting front room. But, 
as they say, from tiny kitchens come 
great sandwiches.

ow that’s horse of a dif- 
ferent color. 

A new art show 
dubbed “Equus,” which is 
a Latin word meaning horse, 
features artists who all share 
a love for the hoofed animal, 
letting their aesthetic imagi- 
nations on the beast run free 
and wild. 

“This is not an exhibition 
of predictable ‘pretty pic- 
tures,’ horse ‘portraits’ or 
sentimental ‘cliches,’ ” said 
Audrey Anastasi, the co-di- 
rector of Sunset Park’s Tabla 
Rasa Gallery, who has co- 
curated the newly opened 
show with abstract artist 
and skilled equestrian GG 
Stankiewicz. 

“Instead, artwork in the 
show is as much about the 
artist’s individual vision, as 
it is about the subject matter,” 
said Anastasi, who added that 
she and Stankiewicz tried to 
choose artwork for the ex- 
hibition that covered tradi- 
tional, as well as nontradi- 
tional, representations of 
the horse. 

Anastasi, who curates 
thematic group shows at the 
Tabla Rasa Gallery, said that 
the horse is presented to the 
viewer in various interpreta- 


tions that may include wild, 
serene, clever, and even dis- 
turbing. 

A total of 18 artists in 
the show portray the horse 
through a variety of media 
including paintings, photo- 
graphs, sculpture, works on 


paper and leaded glass, and 
even a pre- cinema, optical 
animation device called a 
praxinoscope, 

“Simply put, it’s a gor- 
geous show, but even more, 
it’s fascinating to see the 
range of creative expres- 


sion,” said Anastasi. 

Anastasi said that some 
of the featured artists have 
shown their work at the 48th 
Street gallery before, while 
others are brand new “discov- 
eries” for the gallery. 

Artist Tom Bennett whose 
oil paintings are displayed in 
the eclectic exhibition said 
that the horse represents one 
of the most powerful meta- 
phors in art history. 

“As an expressionist figu- 
rative painter, the form and 
movement has always ap- 
pealed to me,” he said. “The 
essential force of motion in- 
5 herent in the animal lends it- 
j self to the fluid plastic me- 
I dium of paint.” 

Sculptor Wendy Klem- 
% perer, whose bronze falling 
£ horse sculpture is also fea- 
tured in the show, said that 
she has always been capti- 
vated by animals. 

“The imagery that per- 
vades my work reflects a 
lifelong fascination with an- 
imals,” she said. “As a child 
this led to hours of watching, 
drawing, and imagining.”

Jane McGroarty, head of 
the Long Island College Hos- 
pital committee of the Brook- 
lyn Heights Association, said 
that both the State University 
of New York and the gover- 
nor have not responded to re- 
quests to meet with her orga- 
nization to talk about those 
fears. 

But hospital representa- 


tives say that releasing the 
ailing hospital’s financials 
would be, at best, akin to 
playing poker with an open 
hand, and, at worst, against 
the law. 

“The seller does not pro- 
vide financial information 
until, first, they know the 
buyer is serious, and, sec- 
ond, until both parties sign 
a legal confidentiality agree- 
ment,” said spokesman Rob- 
ert Bellafiore. “It’s not like 
someone walks in and says, 
‘Hey I want to buy your hos- 
pital,’ and you say, ‘Okay, 
here are the books.’ ” 

The state will seek formal 
proposals from prospective 
buyers to save the money- 
losing center this week, Bel- 
lafiore said.

size and scope and doesn’t 
require nearly the same level 
of load in and load out as 
GoogaMooga did.”

Tropfest, the brainchild of 
director John Poison, made 
its American debut last year 
when it was held in Manhat- 
tan’s Bryant Park and hosted 
by Hugh Jackman.

A panel 
of celebrity judges will pick 
the best film, whose makers

he started vomiting. Doctors ran tests that revealed the 
two heart attacks. 

The 48-year-old said he was shocked to find out he 
had heart problems. 

“I ride 200 miles a week and do 100 pushups a day,” 
he said from his hospital bed. “I thought I was per- 
fectly healthy.” 

Even though Ruiz manages a handful of volunteers 
who help the service reach women at 55 subway stops 
across Brooklyn, he said that none of them were regu- 
lar enough to take over running the service. 

“Hopefully, I can come back someday down the line, but 
right now I have to concentrate on my health,” he said. 

Ruiz started Brooklyn Bike Patrol in 201 1 in the wake 
of a series of gropings in South Park Slope, Windsor Ter- 
race, and Kensington. The service gained more atten- 
tion in December of last year after a handful of sex at- 
tacks in Williamsburg. 

The service requires women to call 45 minutes be- 
fore they expected to be at their subway stop so that 
the escorts could be there waiting to walk them home 
when they arrived. 

After Ruiz posted the announcement on Facebook Fri- 
day morning from his hospital bed, there was an outpour- 
ing of support from women who had used the service. 

“Thank you for what you’ve given to Brooklyn,” said 
Diane.

“I’m nervous.” Kidd said. “I go from being one of 
the oldest players in the league to now being a rookie 
coach.”

sociation spokesman Sean Hoess. 

“The courts will finally be maintained and there will 
finally be lights,” said Hoess. 

Cons to the bubble include having to pay higher fees in 
months that the courts have traditionally been free, some- 
thing bubble advocates say is worth it, because the courts 
will actually be usable when it otherwise wouldn’t. 

“But at least you’ll be able to play,” said Hoess. “Play- 
ing tennis outside in November is challenging.”
